Important Decision of the National 
Court of Claims, 


A Court-Martialed Army Officer Who 
Illegally Took Money from the Treas. 
ury--He Was Assisted by Fraadulent 
President Hayes--The Nez Perces {n- 
dians. ,

- WASHINGTON, D. C., April 18.—The Court of 
Ciaims has just rendered a decision which will.be 
of considerable interest to some people, and 
especially to the late President Hayes and to one 
Benjamin P. Runkle, formerly of Ohio, who was 
court martiaied at Louisville in 1872, fined §7,500,. 
sentenced to four years’ imprisonment and to 
be dismissed from the army. Mr. Runkle was, in 
the early part of the war, acaptain in the Thir- 
teenth Ohio Infantry. He was made colonel ip 
the Twenty-seventh Ohio in 1864, and leutenant- 
colonel in the Veteran Reserve Corps in 1866. In 
1867 he was made disbursing officer of the Bureau 
of Freemen and Abandoned Lands for the State 


of Kentucky, and continued in that position until 


1872, when he was charged with embezzlement 
and other crimes, and on trial by a court martial 
at Louigville was found guilty and sentenced by 
the court to pay the United States a fine of 67,00, 
to be confined in the penitentiary for the period 
of four years and tobe cashiered from the service 
of the United States. The  proceed- 
ings of the court were forwarded 


to Washington and an order issued 
by r Belknap, in which he said that, in 
view of the unanimous recommendation d 
members of the court. on account of the gailan 
services of Major Runkle and his former 
character, bécause of the infirmity under which 
he suffered at the time ot his effense by reason of 
wounds received during the war and for other 
causes, “the President is pleased to +remit all 
of the sentence * so much as airects e 
iering, which will be duly executed.

THE POOR INDIAN. 
The following petition 2 has deen 
received from residents at Jas, asking the 
return of the Joseph band of Nez Perces Indiaus 
to their reservation. It says: 

“The Nez Perces are a superior race of Indiahs. 
From time immemorial the mouctains of Idaho 
have been their nome. In 1834 they sent across 
the continent for white teachers to instruct them. 
For eighty years they have been loyal and true to 
the white race. They are the onlytribe of.Indians 
of whom it may de said that no full blood of their 
number ever took a white . The main 
body, about 2,500, live in Idaho. hey are civil- 
ized, having churches and schools, and are rich 
in farms and herds of horses and cattle. (They 
have always been self supporting, and have 
neyer accepted rations from the vernment. 
In 1855 their claim to their land was confirmed by 
the Stevins treaty. In 1863 the treaty transferring 
a large part of their reservation to the vern- 
ment, Was signed by a rity of the Nez 
band. This treaty Cet Joseph, witn 
chiefs, refused to sign, and they, with 
lowers, men, women and children, numbering 
about 950, remained on the undisputed territory 
until 1876, In 1877 troops were sent for their reé- 
moval, and an upfortunate Indian war was precipi- 
tated. After a retréat of 1,300 miles, Joseph, with 
his men, women and chiidren, 

OFFERED TO SURRENDER 

on the express condition that he and bis people 
should be returned to Idaho to live on their reser- 
vation with the loyal Nez Perces, many of whom 
had assisted the Government in his capture. Gen. 
Miles piedged the faith of the Government to this 
end, and Joseph laid down bis arms. But Gen. 
Miles was overruled. Joseph and his were 
taken to Fort Leaveriworth and counned for seven 
months on Low Island, between a lagoon 
and a river, where the

After Much Argument the Court Ad- 
mits Dick Liddil’s Testimony. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

HUNTSVILLE, ALA., April 4.—Thomas Peder, 
the first witness examined in the James case, took 
the stand yesterday on the opening of the after- 
noon session. He testified that on the day of the 
robbery three men on horses stopped at bis sa- 
loon, near the Government works, and waited 
there, drinking, until Alexander Smith, carrying 
the money to pay off the public hands, passed at 
1 o’ciock.

As the hour of exe 
cution apptoached he began to grow nervous, 
When his spiritual adviser arrived he seemed to 
derive some consolation. The condemned walked 
firmly tothe gallows with the minister. Prayer 
was said and the hoose adjusted. The rope was 
cut at 7:80 a. m. There was scarcely a struggle; 
slight tremors of the limbs took place, but there 
were no contortiaus of the body. He protested 
his innocence to the last, but left a letter to be 
opened after the execution, which is thought to 
contain a confession. 
CONTENTS OF THE LETTER. 

The letter left by Hoffman was addressed to the 
Sheriff. It contains the following: “Itisof no 
use ti think that I would make a confession, for 
Ihave none to make. It is of no use for me to 
speak to you of the injustice done me. You have 
done your duty and of that you needn’t be 
ashamed. Time will tell you ali and there will 
de no one to say that I have done them wrong.” 

It closes with a request that the things he had 
left in his cell be delivered to his parents.

A DIVE TO DEATH. 


Judge Murphy of Sparta, III., Found 
Dead on Olive Street. 

How a Sick Man Wandered Out of a 
Third Story Window—The Coroner's 
Inquest—A Statement From Mr. W. F. 
Wilson—The Funeral at Sparta. 


About 3:30 o’clock this morning, Frank 
Munchauck,a messenger boy employed at the 
Western U nionOffice,met,Officers Jones andViehie 
and told them that a man lay on the sidewalk on 
the south side of Olive,between Third and Fourth 
streets. The officers under the messenger’s 
direction went to the place indicated, and found 
the body ofa man dressed only in his under 
clothes. A hurried examination was made by 
one of the officers, while the other summoned the 

trol wagou, which was then driven to the City 
Dispensary. Dr. Priest examined the 
man and found that life was extinet. 
Thedead man’s skull was fractured at the 
crown. Several ribs and bis right arm were 
broken. The body was transferred to the 
morgue, while the officers investigated the case, 
The dean man was Judge Wm. F. Murphy, of Spar- 
ta, Liiinots. He came to the city yesterday, lodged 
over night at No. 310 Olive street with Mr. Wm. 

. Wilson, a United States Mall 
Judge . drank freely last 
but retired at about 11:30, in company with Mr. 
Wilson and William Little, a nephew of Mr. WII 
son. Neither of these knew of what had ocuur- 
red until notified by the officers. 

THE INQUEST 

was held this morning, at which Mr, Wilson 
testified that the déceased was an old friend 
of his, and had accepted lodging in ils room, the 
thira-story tront of 310 Olive street. The deceased 
was affected with heart and jung troubles, and 
robably went to sit on the window sill aaring 
night, and, while there, lost his balance and 
fell to the sidewalk. Mr. Wilson did not enter- 
tain the idea of suicide. His clothing and effecis, 
which were found in the room, were taken 
the Chestnut Street Police Station. 
was 55 years old. He leaves a 
six children. One of his sons, who is 
Randolph County, is in the city. A sec- 
ond son is mal agent on the Cairo Short Line, 
and a tliird is an official at the Chester Peniten- 
tiary. A verdict of accidental death was returned.

THE COLOR LINE. 
A part of the regular business of each Ro- 
publican Convention held in the Northern 
States recently has been to recognize 
the large colored element of the party by 
doling out shadow soup when the colored 
brother asked for bread and meat. After 
conferring upon some representative of forty 
or fifty thousand colored votes the empty 
honor of an appointment as alternate, 
the convention has invariably treated that 
element to a stereotyped tirade about the 
awful treatment of colored men down 
South and the wonderful things the Repub- 
lican party is going to do to elevate 
them in the social scale and to assure them 
an equality of rights in all respects with the 
white man. 

If there were any sincerity in the party 
on this subject it would begin at home 
in the Northern States, where it 
has held control ever since the 
war, and where the offices are all held by 
white Republicans. It is a fact that the ne- 
groes in the worst Ku-kluxed States of the 
South have in the last ten years held more 
offices and wielded more political influence 
than the negroes in Republican States of the 
North. In the latter it has been demon- 
strated most conclusively that the party's 
whole scheme of benevolence towards the 
colored manis exhausted in protecting his 
right to vote the Republican ticket, and al- 
ways falls him when he gets on the ticket 
himself. If a colored nominee is neeeseary 
to the success of a local ticket, he is put on 
only to be beaten, while the white nominees 
are all elected. 

Not only is the race and color ling thus 
drawn by Northern Republicans whenever 
they can draw it with impunity in politics, 
but outside of politics the colored 
people encounter a more relentiess 
and crushing race antagonism in the 
North than in the South, Where they 
are few tlre antagonism is less cruel and de- 
monstrative, but wherever they begin to 
crowd the Northern white man, they find 
him setting up a race barrier as relentless 
and arrogant as that of the White Man's 
party in the South. Whata mockery is all 
this stuff about forcing Southern convey- 
ances, hotels, theaters, etc., to make no dis- 
tinction between white and colored, when 
such distinctions are made all over the 
North, not only between white and colorea, 
but bet ween different classes and conditions 
of whites! If Judge HILrox could exclude 
Hebrew bankers and Senators from his ho- 
tels on account of their race while Repub- 
licans ruled in all branches of the New York 
State Government, are they going to compel 
him to recelve elther black or white rousta- 
bouts ? 

If the Republicans really intend to do 
something valuable for’ the colored people, 
why dothey permit them to be excluded 
from the healthy and decent portions of all 
the Northern cities? In New York City, 
the WoRLD says, the owners of houses in 
respectable localities refuse to rent them 
toeven the wealthiest, most cultured and 
refined colored families. People of that race 
are compelled to herd with the outcasts of 
the city in foul courts and alleys where 
their families are poisoned in soul and body 
by the surrounding miasma of filth and de- 
bauchery. The worthiest and the thriftiest 
are forced to pay exorbitant rents for damp, 
unhealthy quarters in the slums, and to 
bring up their families in contact with vio- 
lence, vice and crime. And so it is in Chi- 
cago and all the great cities-of the North. 
What is the right to enter theaters and eat 
with white folks in first-class hotels worth 
to a thrifty, industrious and decent colored 
family, compared with the right to havea 
home, when they can pay for it, in respect- 
able localities where their children will not 
de necessarily poisoned in mind and body? 
What can the Republican party do for the 
colored people in the South, while Repub- 
lican property holders thus doom them to 
the moral and physical death of Ghetto life 
in Northern cities?

‘The idea that the law is better vindicated 
when acriminal escapes through the incom- 
petence and stupidity of the prosecution 
is one which, so far as we know, has never 
been advanced before. We may remark, 
however, that while the prosecation in these 
cases is undoubtedly responsible for the 
failure to convicton the trial before the ju- 
ries, they are not entitled to the credit of a 
“sonviction by the common judgment of the 
whole country.“ We quite agree with Mr. 
BREWsTER that these publle rascals “had 
better be in prison than now at large:“ but 
perhaps our construction of the pbrase is 
not exactly what Mr. Brewster meant.

Slattery’s Murderer Shot Down by 
Detective Tracy and Brought in.

A SPOTTED TERROR. 


Shocking Tragedy at the Fair 
Grounds Barely Averted. 


— — 


Wonderful Strength Exhibited by a 
Leopard—He Bends the Bars of His 
Cage and Escapes@-Kemarkable Pluck 
Displayed in His Capture. 


* 


Early yesterday afternoon one of the most ex- 
citing events that ever occurred on the Fair 
Grounds createa a sensation which the members 
of the little group that figured in it will remem- 
ber vividly till their death. The work of trans- 
ferring three leopards from the boxes or crates in 
which they were brought here from New ¥ork, to 
the cages which they are to 
occupy in the Carnivora house, was io 
progress at the time, under the direction 
of Superintendent Duffy. The leopard is one of 
the most powerful and active animals of its 
weight in the world, and its savage and treaca er- 
ous nature makes it more feared by animal-keep- 
ers than the lion or tiger. 
Greene purchased in New York recently are all 
young, largely developed and vigorous. 
Since last evening’s affair Mr. Greene 
remembers. that when he was about to 
make the purchase, he remarked the fact that 
one of theanimals was keptin a cage apart from 


the other two. The gentleman in charge of the 
collection said that that fact had no significance, 
and gave a plausible reason for separating them. 
The leopard which made mischief yesterda 

proved by acoincidence to de the one which ha 

a room to himself in the New York 
colleetion, and putting this and 
that together Mr. Greene 18 ing to entertain 
the suspicion that the creature is a crank. if not a 
lunatic. To transfer such animals as these from 
a box toacageis a work requiring great care, 
although not ordinarily attended with much dan- 
ger. The leopards travelled singly, and the pro- 
cedure of transfer was to the crate with 
its barred door close 12 the open ing 
into the cage, and secure it there so that it could 
not be displaced by any movemeut of the animal,

Placing his ferepaws just inside the door 
of the cage, he made a terrific spring forward and 
upward and alighted against the opposite side of 
the cage about ten or twelve feet above the 
floor, where he held on td bars for a moment, 
growling, spatting, switching his tail and glaring 
at the crowd below, ith another spring he 
reached the roof of the 2 which like the aldes, 
is made of iron 8, their thickness being no 

quis eahal to those on the sities. Still making 
rightful noises, he began to tug desperately at 
two of the rods of the roof with his fore paws, 
The cage was supposed to be proof acainst 
the assault of any animal of the species, 
and hence bis — were at first regarded by 
the spectators and keepers with curiosity only. 
Suddenly, however, the rods bent apart, and the 

long, sleek, glossy body of the fierce brute shot 
up between them toa position on the top of tne 
cage. Instantly a shout oft alarm went up from 
every person in the crowd, and as the 
lithe creature took a seat on the iron rods close 
to the edge of the top, and with eyes glittering, 
growled dewn at them, some of the — 
were almost paralyzed with terror. Iustantly, 
there was a stampede for the doors, and for a 
moment the situution was an awful one. Had 
the leopard sprung into that fleeing crowd noth, 
ing eould have prevented a tragedy of the bloodi- 
est description, He held to his perch, however, 
and seemed to take a sullen enjoyment in the 
panic he had created. The keepers, though at 
rat as much alarmed * ohe else, because 
they fully appreciated the danger of the situa- 
tiou, acted with excellent presence of miud. One 
ran to where a double-barreled shot-gun, loaded 
with heavy slugs, was kept, and bringing it to 
bear on the leopard, held the 
weapon in position to kill at the 
slightest movement, while others closed the doors 
of the building to prevent the animal from getting 
out among the si seers, should the gun prove 
ineffective. The rules ol the management re- 
quire that a dangerous animal which escapes 


from its cage

immediately, if possible, but the Superintendent 
and his six keepers thought that it would be a 
pity to kill suen a fine animal wulle there was a 
possibility of recapturing it. Hence they 
took desperate chances to effect that object. 
First, the elephant, which occupiés an open spaee 
in the Carnivora house, was unchained, and the 
doors opened long enough to enable it to be led 
out into the grounds, where it was temperarily 
secured. This was made pecessary by the danger 
that the leopard — attack the elephant, in 
which event it might be necessary to kill 
both. order that the animals 
in the cages might not increase 
the excitement of the leopard by making an up- 
roar. The doors separating the inside cages 
from those outside the quinine were opened and 
the animals driven out into the summer cages,the 
doors being closed behind them. In doing this,the 
six men were, of course, in the greatest peril, as 
the freed animal conid at any time have reached 
either of hem in two bouhds. They virtually 
put their life in the hands of the man with the 
gun, who has reason togbe proud of the faith dis- 
played in his nerve and marksmanship. Mean- 
wh e leopard moved uneasily around on top 
of e, snarling at times, but occupying most 
of furlough in growling. The gun barrel kept 
slowly moving so as to keep the animal in lin 
but he never made an endeavor to leap off th 
edge of thecage. The most dangerous part 
of the work came last. A large rope, nearly an 
inch and a half in diameter, was procured and a 
noose was made. Two long poles with hooks on 
the end enabled two men to raise the noose up to 
where the leopard was moving about. He 
crouched and growled louder as he saw the poles 
witn the poose approaching him, and the man 
with the gun brought the weapon to bear on his 
eyes with the expectation. ot
